OF $100,000 HERE 


Chicago’s Coldness Toward 
Metropolitan Season Bodes 
Ill for City’s Future 
in Music. 


STARS HERE; NEGLECTED. 


Auditorium Audiences in First 
‘Week Are No Encourage- 
ment to Permanent 

' Plan, 


What ip the matter with Chicagoané grand 
opera? 

Something is the matter, because ff present 
indications hold good for the next three 
weeks there will be a deficit of §100,0U0 at 
the end of the season—that is, if the backers 
of the Metropolitan Opera company prove 
g004 eports and carry out the program ar- 
ranged for the month’e sojourn in this city 

Losing is no novelty to them. The season 
in New York usually results in an entry of 
$250,000 om the wrong side of the ledger. 
There was a chance a day or so ago that the 
Chicago engagement might possibly be can- 
celed at the end of the second week. That 
has passedaway, and it is understood the pro- 
gram will be carried through to the end, 
even if it be a bitter one. 


Had Been Called “Star” Mad. 

What is the matter in Chicago? 

For years the critics have iectured the 
music lovers of this town because they were 
*“star’’ mad In other words, the gentlemen 
who sit and write in review told the patrons 
of music that they could not and did not ap- 
preciate and support good opera if it were 
sung by unknowns. ' 

The great crime in Chicago was alleged 
to be the fact that opera fiends willingly 
would pay $5 to hear a Caruso, a De Reazke, 
a Melba, or an Eames, while they would 
not give $38 to hear a performance by an 
all around cast in which there were no world 
famous stars. 

This year the shoe seems to be on the other 
foot. The Metropolitan company has 103 
artists on its pay roll. These include the 
best singers in the world today. All of them 
are appearing in Chicago. There is not a 


yman ta the orchestra who gets less than $70 


a week. 


Small House for “Otello.” 

Yet when Slezak and Emmy Destinn ap- 
peared in ‘‘ Otello’’—a novelty, by the way— 
there was not enough money in the house to 
pay the salaries of these two, without taking 
into consideration the other expenses. 
Wednesday afternoon Caruse appeared in 
‘La Boheme.”” Until three years ago his 
name was a golden magnet. Somehow or 
other he seems to have lost his charm for 
Chicago audiences. 
~ Last night’s magnificent performance of 
“ Aida” was productive of less than $5,000. 
The expense of the production was several 
thousand dollars greater, 

All sorts of reasons have been advanced 
for the frost of the present week. One is 
that there has been an increase to $5 in the 
price of the tear seats on the main floor. 
But the cheaper seats are slimly occupied. 
Another, that the season was not sufficiently 
advertised in advance. Another, that the 
management has not been all that It should 
have been. Another, that a lot of money that 
came into Chicago during previous seasons 
from outside towns is now being garnered 
in these towns by the Metropolitan Opera 
company. 

Chicago ie being used as a producing cen- 
ter. Pittsburg is having a season, and the 
business there is bad. Two nights in In- 
dianapolis give promise of excellent business. 
The same is true of Cleveland, Detroit, and 
Milwaukee. 


Musical Future at Stake. 

Whatever the reason, a blight seems to 
have settled on the Auditorium. Its effect 
will be disastrous to the musical reputation 
and future of Chicago. Wihilethe Metropoli- 
tan directors may pocket their losses, that 
will not be the end of the story. 

A twenty weeks’. season of opera is pro- 
jected for Chicago, in which the coiperation 
of the Metropolitan company is essential. 
The next three weeks at the Auditorium may 
have an important bearing on this. 


EVANSTON MYSTERY IS SOLVED. 


Crashing Sounds Come from Glass 
Pendants on Porch of H. G. Cole’s 
Former House, 


An Evanston mystery that has perturbed 
night watchmen stationed in the neighbor- 
hood of Maple avenue and Greenwood boule- 
vard, and has broken the slumbers of some 
householders as well, was solved last night.

Multimillionaire Mining 
Dies at Washington. 


ONCE PARTNER, OF A KING. 


From Poverty He Won Wealth and 
Fame as Entertainer. 


Washington, D. C., April 8.—[Special.]— 
Thomas F. Walsh, the Colorado multi-mil- 
lionaire mine owner, died at hie home here 
tonight. He had been ill more than six 
months, heart disease following an attack of 
pneumonia. Mrs. Walsh, her daughter, Mrs. 
Edward McLean, and Edward McLean were 
at his bedside when the end came. 

Mr. Walsh in February was taken to San 
Antonio, Tex. When he showed no improve- 
ment there he was brought to Washington 
on a fast special train. He deciared he 
wished to see his infant grandchild, known 
ae the “ million dollar baby," before he died. 

Before he arrived here, however, he had 
a large sun room built on the roof of his 
house similar to the * Solarium" which Kd- 
ward H. Harriman had erected on his new 
York residence shortly before he died. Since 
hig return to Washington Mr. Walsh had 
lived most of the..time-in this room. His 
condition took a turn for the worse a day 
or so ago. His wealth has been variously 
estimated at from $10,000,000 to $40,000,000 


LIFE STORY IS LIKE BROMANCE. 

The story of Mr. Walsh‘e life is like another 
‘Arabian Nights” tale. Like the late Mr. 
Mackay and the duke of Wellington, he was 
of Irish birth, was born in Tipperary, in 1851, 


| reached Worcester, Mass., as a wheelwright 


at the age of 18, tried his hand at sewer con- 
tracts and made money, went to the Black 
hills after Custer’s gold report in 1873, made 
$100,000 there, and hastened to Leadviile 
when the discovery of carbonate silver ores 
created a panic of joy through the weat, 

While at Deadwood and other places in the 
Black hills Mr. Walsh began the practice of 
** grub staking "’ miners, which led to his for- 
tune. When a prospector ran out of provi- 
sions he gave him the necessary supplies, tak- 
ing a share ofthe mines for his pay. In this 
way he was almost sure to find himself part 
owner of now and then a valuable property 
at the end of the season. , 


Master Stroke of Ventures. 


Then came his master stroke in mining 
ventures. Going outside the Leadville dis- 
trict to the lofty mountain region of San 
Juan, where the cafions are stupendous, the 
peaks of Alpine proportions, and avalanches 
working havoc with mines every year, he 
made the town of Ouray, nestling in the heart 
of the Rockies, his headquarters for the San 
Juan district. 

Seeing some ores from mines at an altitude 
of 12,000 feet, he was greatly impressed with 
their richness. Experts warned him that 
practical mining could not be done on the 
mountain tops. 

Selecting samples, Walsh had them assayed 
and found a bonanza in prospect. He bought 
adjoining properties and kept his men busy 
prospecting and buying until he had a large 
mining territory absolutely his own. 


Master of Situation. 
For years it had been his ambition to be 
the only owner of a group of mines. Now he 
was master of the situation. He ordered ex- 


smelters for reducing ores, and proceeded 
systematically to develop his mine. Such 
wae the beginning of Camp Bird and ite 
millions. 

Mr. Walsh was appointed commissioner 
from Colorado to the Paris exposition in 1899. 
There he began a series of entertainments 
that were the talk of Europe. He chartered 
& steamboat on the River Seine, turned it 
into a Moating palace, and gave a 
dinner, with distinguished men as his 
His wines coulé not be surpassed. The music 
was furnished by artists from the grand

less short in their cash accounts, were 
profoundly interested in the Coloradg mil- 
lionaire’s movements. At any rate, the late 
King Leopold of Belgium met Mr. Walsh at 
Ostend and they had a grand dinner at Hotel 
Ritz, at which the czar’s band played and 
the great singers of Paris were heard. Inthe 
course of this entertainment the conversation 
naturally ‘turned to finance. 

It was his mines in the Congo that the king 
was anxious to have Mr. Waish in te 
and develop in good American style. While 
Mr. Walsh did not go there himself, he en- 
tered into a business arrangement with the 
king and sent trusted experts to “ size up ”’ 
the mines and their value. So it was that a 
European monarch became a partner of the 
Colorado millionafre. 

While Mr. Walsh was a poor man, he fell 
in love with a pretty Wisconsin girl, Miss 
Carrie Reed, and married her. It was acase 
of true love, love at first sight, and love all 
the way through’ life, with a strong hold 
on the heart. As he grew wealthy and her 
social iife widened she was equal to every 
emergency; in fact, she became a society 
leader, and when those $40,000 dinners were 
given in Europe she was the queen of the 
hour, fascinating, brilliant, and overflowing 
with kindness and hospitality. 

Before he began entertaining royalty Mr. 
Walsh was an appreciative and generous 
employer, He built a big hotel for his min- 
ers and superintendents, gave them luxury, 
with first class meals, good sleeping rooms 
with porcelain lined bathe, and everything 
up to date as you would find it in a hotel and 
not a mining camp. It was all a gift, so to 
speak, to the miners, costing them no more 
than at a mining camp boarding house. 


Social Success in Washington, 

An event in Mr.’ Walsh's life was his fam- 
ily’s social success In Washington. The high 
altitude of Leadville, more than two miles 
above the séa, being too much for Mrs. 
Walsh, they decided to live in Washington, 
where he built a palace. They first lived 
in the house owned by Mrs. Jenness Miller, 
an@ gave many notable entertainments, 
among them a reception and dinner to the 
French ambassador and other representa- 
tives of European governments and courts, 
with leading men in Washington and mem- 
bers of the cabinet as guests. 

In recognition of his services ag Colorado 
commissioner to the Paris exposition the 
French government bestowed on Mr, Walsh 
the cross of the Legion of Honor, 

It was in 1907 that the great tragedy of 
his life befell Mr. Walsh. His only son, Vin- 
son Walsh, was killed in an automobile acci- 
dent at Newport, and his only daughter, Bve- 
lyn Walsh, was so terribly injured that {¢ 
was feared she was crippled permanently,

FINDS LONG LOST DAUGHTER 


Eastern Woman Hears Mrs. Grace 
Loosley Is Missing Child. 


COMING HERE TO SEE HER. 


Search Begun in Ohio Leads to Engle- 
wood Residence. 


A daughter and the mother she never knew 
soon will be reunited as the result of a quest 
instituted by the motherin New Jersey, pros- 
ecuted in Sandusky, O., through southern 
Ohio, into IiMnois, and at last to Chicago. 
The daughter is Mrs. Grace Loosity, T246 
Princeton avenue, Englewood. 

The mother is Mrs. W. A. Walton, 508 
Emory street, Asbury Park{ N. J. The two 
were separated at the birth of the daughter, 
and until recently Mrs. Loosley believed she 
was the child of John Kugler, formerly a fur- 
niture dealer in Sandusky. 

Mrs. Walton's search in Sandusky began 
with a hunt for Miss Grace Kruger, who, she 
thought, wae her lost daughter. The police 
in the Ohio city were told to find John Kru- 
ger, who, Mrs. Walton said, was known as 
the young woman's father. 


Old Man Solves the Riddle. 

Kruger could not be found. The search 
looked hopeless. Mra. Walton, however, 
refused to give up. Others, knowing of her 
quest, interested themselves in the case, and 
at length John Krupp, 80 years old, resident 
of Sandusky, was appeard to, Krupp for- 
merly was a furniture dealer. 

“No, I never heard of a John Kruger,” he 
said, “but years ago—along in the ‘80s— 
there was a John Kugler here. He was in 
the furniture business, too—was my rival. 
Yes, we had a hard fight for business, John 
Kugler and L 

“He bad a daughter, too, and her name— 
yes—her name was Grace. But Kugler’s 
been géne from Sandusky these many years.” 


Traced to Chicago at Last. 

Inquiry developed that Kugler had moved 
to Cincinnati, where he entered the wine Dusi- 
ness. He was followed to Murphysboro, Iil., 
where he now lives. 

At Murphysboro it was learned Grace Kug- 
ler married Richard H. Loosley, a salesman 
for Pitkin & Brooks, crockery dealers. In- 
vestigation at Chicago revealed that Mrs, 
Loosley resided in Englewood, and there she 
was found. 

The Sandusky police yesterday notified Mrs. 
Walton that her daughter had been found. 
Mrs. Walton wired that she would proceed to 
Chicago immediately.

LOST MONEY AS INVENTOR 


Letter Left by Physician Found 
Dead in the Great Northern 
Hotel Recites His 
Reverses, 


After a day of puzzling over the strange 
death of Dr. William A. Tichenor in the 
Great Northern hotel and studying a 

iarly rambling letter of woe written by the 
physician just prior to his death, the police 
authorities last night reached the conclu- 
ston the physician had committed suicide. 
Dr. Tichenor was an inventor whose devices ~ 
had been financially unsuccessful. 

The police and coroner’s physician, Dr. Jo-« 
seph Springer, believe Dr. Tichenor killed | 
himself, but in such a scientific manver as 
practically to hide evidence of it, writing 

a letter in which he laid particular stréss 
upon the condition of his beart, with the 
evident intention of making it appear hig 
death was due to heart failure. Dr. Spring+ — 
er’s postmortem examination, however, dis- 
closed evidence of narcotic poisoning, and 
evidence of the physician's despondency 
was found in several places. To determine

Letter Recites His Troubles. 

The letter reads:

In many ways 
you have been kind to me, especially so yes- 
terday. . This kindness gave me the 
courage to cart from my mind that fatal 
thought of 'O, what's the use,’ and resolve 
to try once more. = } 

** You, more than any one, save my angel 
wife, know the affliction I have borne since 
}turning my back upon the humble butcom- =~ 

fortable little home in Mo, town, wherelwag 
fourth day of this month. Since that time I 
have buried four lovely little children, among” 
them one of the brightest, most lovable ttle 
girl any father ever had, who, even at legs 
than 8 years of age, had given evidence of 4 
very high degree of intelligence, coupled with 
many qualities of heart that made her a most 
lovable child. She, with her eldér brother, 
was buried in one grave. |

SEBREE TO BUILD BIG HOTEL? 


Announces He'll Erect $1,000,- 
000 Madison Street Structure. 


CONFLICTS WITH MOTR PLAN.

Flames Do $20,000 Damage to Tenants 
of the Rice Building. 


Fire which started in the basement of the 
Rice building at 31-88 Adama street, at 11:30 
o'clock last night. caused $20,000 damage and 
aroused sleeping guests of two hotels, 

The Palmer house adjoins the Rice build- 
ing in the rear and an incipient panic was the 
result when the blaze was discovered. 

Many lodgers in the Burke hotel directly 
west of the Rice building ran out into the 
street in their hight clothes. The Washing-~ 
ton restaurant is in the basement of the 
adjoining building on the east, and here also 
there was alarm. When some of the diners 
had recovered their composure and returned 
to their tables, they were driven out again, 
this time by water, which drained in. 

The fire started in the basement of the 
store occupied by Hobbs & Sutphen, picture 
frame manufacturers. Most of the damage 
wae confined to this store. Moos Brother#, 
cigar dealers at 831 Adams street, suffered 
loss through smoke and water. 

John Martin, an employé of the building, 
who sleeps in a room on the second floor, 
was nearly overcome by smoke, but was able 
to make his way out unaided. 

The fire was discovered by W. H. Strid- 
iron, a private watchman. The building is 
five stories high and is owned by the Potter 
Palmer estate. A. C. Honoré, one of the trus- 
tees of the estate, was at the scene of the 
blaze.

TESTIFY OF FIRB TRAGEDY 


Simon Fish and Others Appear 
at Coroner’s Inquest. 


LOCKERS BLOCK WINDOWS. 


Rescue of Workers Impossible, Assistant 
Marshal Says. 


The coroner’s inquiry into the Fish Furni- 
ture company fire in which twebye persons 
lost their lives developed a Httle more light 
on conditions at the building at the fime of 
the tragedy. mon Fish, president of the 
furniture company, said several windows op 
the sixth floor of the building were obstructed 
by lace curtain lockers, and Capt. Patrick J. 
Deasy of engine 8 testified that he had in- 
spected the Fish building in February with- 
out reporting the result to his superiors. 

After the jurors had been taken to the 
scene of the fire to view the premises the 

was adjourned to next Tuesday 
morning at 10 o'clock. 
Coroner Hoffman conducted the examina-~ 
tion of witnesses. Isaac Fish, secretary of 
the company, testified that as far as he knew 
the city building department had never in- 
spected the structure. He said he did not 
know how much benzine or other explosive 
material was stored on the fourth fioor. He 
said the freight elevator always ran to the 
sixth floor. 


Says Signs Hampered Firemen. 

Assistant Fire Marshal Thomas O’Connor 
said the firemen were hampered in their ef- 
fort to raise ladders to the sixth floor of the 
building by the chains supporting an elec- 
tric sign and by the intense heat from the 

e. 

“ Was there a chance of rescuing the girls 
who had been trapped on the sixth floor?” 
asked Coroner Hoffman. 

“No, not the slightest, under the circum- 
stances,”” replied O’Connor. “The whole 
sixth floor was a mass of flames and smoke.” 

Emil Hitchler, foreman of the Fish stores, 
said he could not tell how much explosive 
material was stored in the building. 

“The matter of the purchase of explo- 
sives,” he said, “ was left to William Green, 
a negro who perished in the fire. I know 
only that on the fourth floor there were about 
five gallons of varnish, five gallons of shellac, 
four gallons of alcohol, and two galions of 
benzine. sad 


Tells of Two Inspections. 


Capt. Deasy told of his two inspections, one 
last August and the second in February. He 
gaid he met Mr. Fish when making his Feb- 
ruary inspection, and advised him to install 
some hand pumps in the building. 

Assistant Fire Marsha! Seyferlich testified 
he did not remember receiving Capt. Deasy's 
report after his August inspection. ‘+

U.S, ASKS ‘TAX’ FROM UNIONS 


Revenue Agent Says Chicago Lo- 
cals Owe About $15,000. 


LIQUOR LICENSE FORGOTTEN. 


Permits to Sell Liquor Said to Have 
Been Overlooked, 


‘Organized labor tn Chicago ts indebted to 

the federal government to the amaunt of 
about $15,000. The amount is for unpaid 
government liquor licenses, which officers of 
about 1,000 local unions failed to provide 
themselves with at balls and other enter- 
tainments given during the last winter. 

Notices to this effect were received yester- 
day by labor officials from C. H. Ingram, 
United States revenue agent, who intimated 
that unless the bills were paid promptly he 
wotld recommend prosecutions. 

The bills vary from $12.50 to $18.75. One 
union, the ladies’ hatmakers, received a bill 
for $12.50 for an unpaid license and a fine of 
$6.25 for failing to pay the bill on time. Con- 
sternation was created among labor officials 
when the matter was brought to their at- 
tention. ; 

“This tax never was collected before, why 
is it done now?’ said Secretary Edward N. 
Nockels of the Chicago Federation of Labor. 
“There are about 3,600 dances and enter- 
tainments of various sorts given every year 
by Chicago labor organizations, and this is 
the first time we have been asked to pay any- 
thing more than for city bar permits to oper- 
ate bars.’’’ 


WESTERN INDIANA DEMANDS 
QUIGK SETTLEMENT OF CLAIM. 


Railroad Said to Have Served Notice on | 


Fetzer, Thomas, and Kappes to Pay 
or Face Suit. 


Developments which may determine the 
outcome of the Western Indiana land fraud 
case are expected within a few days.

Government Estimate Puts 
Condition of Wheat at 
80.8 on—April 1.

UNDER 10 YEAR AVERAGE. 


Prices Break; “Rye Is 
Placed at 92.3. 


The government report on the condition of 
winter wheat crop was given out yester- 
at 11 o'clock. The condition of the 
growing crop onjApril 1 was estimated by the 
Washington authorities at 80.8, compared 
with 95.8 last December and 82.2 a year ago, 
and a ten year average of 86.6. The crop in- 
dicated by the figs was 478,700,000 bush- 
els, @ promise of 424,000,000 
bushels a year ago, and a final yield estimated 
at 446,000,000 bushels. é 

The report was considered bearish by most 
traders, and prices for wheat futures broke 
sharply after the figures were posted. The 
report takes no account of the acreage aban- 
doned as the result of winter killing or from 
other causes, and the figures are subject to 
révision in the May report; which will show 
how large @ percentage of the crop has been 
lost. 

As expected, the greatest losses in condi- 
tion were in Kansas, Nebraska, and Mis- 
sourl. Winter kil/ng was the cause of the 
reductions in those stdtes. Kansas lost thir- 
ty-two points In condition from last Decem- 
ber, Missouri twenty-nine, and Nebraska 
twenty-eight. 


Outlook Good in Other Quarters. 

East of the Mississippi conditions were 
found to be about normal, while in Oakla- 
home and Texas, and on the Pacificcoast, the 
crop outiook is promising, and makes up toa 
large degree for the poor prospects else- 
where. 

In the eastern states the condftion of the 
wheat crop is high as a rule, but the acreage 
is not large. 

The acreage of winter wheat sown last fall 
was 483,000 acres, but considerable of 
this willbeplowed up. Farmers have plowed 
up wheat to a large extent In the soathwest 
owing to the poor prospects; and have put 
the land under oats, or are preparing to plant 
corn. 

The condition of rye was estimated at 92.8. 
against 87.2 a year ago, and‘a ten year av- 
erage of 89.5.

Claims Careless Advice Reacts Upon 
the’ Land and Prosperity.

Attacking Secretary James Wilson of the 
department of agriculture as inefficient, and 
accusing the federal bureau of soils and 
James J. Hill of negligence in their advice 
to American farmers, Prof. Cyril G. Hopkins, 
head of the department of agronomy at the 
University of Illinois, gave on to his 
views on agriculture yesterday. 
- “ Secretary Wilson is a skillful politician 
and a power in the cabinet, but is entirely un- 
fitted for the important work he is supposed 
to do,” said Prof.: Hopkins. “I never have 
been actively associated with him, but I have 
studied his utterances carefully and know 
from an’expert who was unable to stand the 
conduct of the Washington office that my 
Opinions are right.” 

It was in the course of an address on “ The 
Relation of the Soils in Illinois to the Pros- 
perity of the State,’’ given at the luncheon 
of the City club of Chicago, that Prof. Hop- 
king assailed the secretary as “unscientific” 
and his teachings as “dammnable’’ and 
*‘ abominably false.”” He criticised at length 
the systems of educatidn that teach abstract 
science and neglect general instruction as to 
production of wheat and corn,; and -urged 
conservation of America’s phosphate supply, 
on which, he declared, depends the future of 
the land. 


HZurope Laughs at Experts. 

“Scientists ini Burope,” he* said, “are 
pointing the finger of scorn at the United 
States because of the statements made by 

‘authorities,’ the department of agricukure, 
the federal bureau of soils, and the secretary 
of the department. 

“ Much of the abandoned lands of America 
are far past the point of possible self-redemp- 
tion, and the fault lies not with the farmers or 
landowners, but with the statesmen who, 
as James J. Hill says, have ‘ unduly assisted 
manufacture, commerce and other activities 
that cemter in cities, at the expnese of the 
farm.’ 

Assails “Advice to Farmers.” 

Discussing current advice to farmers, Prof. 
Hopkins continued: ) 

“There are sig, essential factors in crop 
production: seed, soil, heat, light, moisture, 
and plant food. The first five are supplied 
in abundance, but the last is ignored, mis- 

ected, even by such men 

. and our own bureau of 

soils. Of the ten elements for 
plant food, phosphorus is found in such lim- 
ited quantities in normal soil that crops are

Foe to Grain Fields and Bread Supply

Fargo, N. D. April 8.—[{Special.]—After 
experiments lasting thirteen years, rrof. H. 
L. Boley of the agricultural college of the 
University of North Dakota, discoverer of 
the flax sickness and cure which has reju- 
venated the fields of Russia and older parts 
of the United States, announced today he 
discovered the five distinct types of parasites 
which cause the various varieties of wheat 
sickness 


Fungi Choke Out Crops.- . 


This sickness has made lands seemingly 
barren throughout the world. and is grad- 
ually choking the pro rata of crops in the 
present wheat growing countries. The experi- 
ments have been conducted on a plot of land 
reserved for years at thé site of the agri- 
cultural college, half a mile west of Fargo, 

Prof. Boley says the fungi resemble in 
shape and in reaction on plant life the tu- 
berculosis germs which afflict human life, 
but that the cure js far easier, being noth- 
ing less than a correct rotation of crops, 
being chiefly clover, corn, and potatoes, until 
tests of land show the absence of the para- 
sitical fungi. 


Peril to Bread Supply. 


Prof. Boley saye the five fungi came to 


affiict the world’s solle from the eame un- 
known cause which gave birth to the human 
tuberculi, an@ that they..were carried by 
water and wind, especially on Diown straw in 
thrashing time, farther and farther out over 
the world until they are now threatening to 
throttle the world’s supply of wheat and 
bread. : '

There are two things which its leaders, 
being educated and intelligent men, ought 
to and doubtless do know. One of them is 
that the present policy of the United 
States, as enunciated by its public men in 
and out of office, is to give the Filipinos 
independence when in the slow processes 
of time they shall have become qualified 
to govern themselves. Popular sentiment 
approves of that policy and is not likely to 
change. The Progressives should rest con- 
tent with that and not ask for a solemn 
declaration of the “unswerving purpose 
and intention of the United States.” The 
other thing which they ought to know is 
that no such declaration by this congress 
would be binding on future congresses or 
administrations. 

If such a declaration were made it would 
have to be couched in specific terms which 
would be most unsatisfactory to the Pro- 
gressives. It would have to read that it 
is the intention of the United States to 
turn over the Philippine islands to’ the 


-Filipinos when they are. fit to govern 


them, but that they will not become 
fit in less than half a century. Such a 
declaration as the Progressives ask for 
would keep alive a fruitiess agitation. 
Year in and year out restless ‘and am- 
dbitious Filipinos would say, “ Now we are 
fit for the independence you promised; 
give it to us.” 

There is yet another thing the Pro- 
greseives should know... It is that there 
is no need of congressional pledges that 
the Philippines will not be sold or given 
away, in whole or in: part.. The United 
States considers that it holds the islands 
as a trustee for their inhabitants. There 
is no difference of opinion on that. point. 
So let the matter.rest. - 

It will be a long time before the Fili- 
pinos are ready for independence. The 
leaders of the Progressive party should 
realize that and confine themselves ex- 
clusively to the education, political and 
industrial, of their people.

A SMALL FINE FOR A GRAVE 
OFFENSE. 

A chauffeur shown to be guilty of habit- 
wal speeding ran down and seriously in- 
jured a schoolgirl. The girl was unable 
to bé in court to give evidence, but the 
essential facts were established to the 
satisfaction of the court. 

What was the result? A fine of $200. 
This fine was the heaviest punishment 
the judge believed he might lawfully im- 
pose, and we accept his decision, although 
the phraseology of the section of the 
criminal ‘code dealing with “criminal care- 
lessness”’ would seem to the nonjuristic 
mind to apply. 

But if the judge exhausted his powers 
in thie case, then the law governing such 


‘man on horseback” who was to become

COL. WATTERSON DISTURBED AGAIN. 

There have always been Americans who 
despaired of the republic. . They came 
into existence under George Washington, 
and were sure that there was a plot to 
make him king. When Jefferson was 
elected various New England Federalists 
gave up all hope and said free institutions 
were to be destroyed by an atheistic 
Jacobin mob. In their national platform 
of 1868 the Democrats, after reciting the 
misdeeds of the Republican party, put /t 
on record that— 


Under its repeated assaults the pillers of the 
government are rocking on their base, and should 
it succeed in November next and inaugurate its 
president, we will meet as a subject and conquered 
people amid the ruins of liberty and the scattered 
fragments of the constitution. 


Grant was elected and inaugurated, but 
the country was not enslaved. 

A little later Col. Henry Watterson be- 
came troubled by grave doubts as to the 
preservation of the republic. His eye 
was the first to recognize in Grant “ the 


the military dictator of the United States. 
He was so zealous for the maintenance 
of the constitution—which had survived, 
his attacks while a confederate—that he 
was ready to lead 100,000 gallant Ken- 
tuckians to Washington to put Tilden in 
the White house. 

Now he has his eye on Theodore Roose- 
vyelt. Presuming that “the best of all 
governments is a wise and benevolent des- 
potism,” he asks the editors of other pa- 
pers to ask themselves “ whether: repre- 
sentative government in America is a 
failure and whether the only cure for the 
evils which are admitted is the one man 
power, because they may be sure that 
the return of Theodore Roosevelt to pow- 
er will be so construed by Burope.” 

Tus Trreune is not one of those who, 
according to Col. Watterson, think our 
written constitution of checks and bal- 
ences is a failure. It does not think 
representative government a failure. It 
does not care what Europe would think 
if Mr. Roosevelt were to become presi- 
dent again. “It believes that’ if he were, 
he would govern under the constitution, 
and that if’he were to overstep it there 
would be a. sudden and sharp popular re- 
buke. 

Col. Watterson need not°worry over the 
republic, Mr. Roosevelt; and the.future,

Resenting this ostracism the French lodges have 
been for some time endeavoring by every means in 
their power to effect an understandipg with their 
brethren abroad, and in the summer of last year the 
eight grand lodges of Germany actually decreed the 


reéstablishment of intercourse with the grand orient 


of France. The French and Italian Masons were & 
little too quick: in their exultation. For the German 
government and German royalty became alarmed at 
the prospect of the conversion of German Freemason~ 
ry from a philanthropic into an atheistic-political- 
revolutionary association. 

A reaction took place among the various German 
lodges, and within the last few weeks the decree for 
the restoration of intercourse with French and Italian 
Masons has been rescinded by an overwhelming vote, 
and the breach is now wider than ever. As the French 
lodges openly boasted that the restoration of inter- 
course with the German lodges would be followed 


almost immediately by the renewal of relations with 


American and English Freemasons, the action of Ger- 
many in the matter is worthy of note. 


— 


So much misapprehension exists with regard to the 
éxact official status of Ernest Shackleton, the Eng- 
lish antarctic explorer who is now in this country, 
that it may be well to explain that he is not only a 
Heutenant of the Royal Naval Reserve, but also, like 
Lord Brassey, one of the brethren of Trinity House, 
to which he was elected last summer on his return 
from the south magnetic pole at the instance of the 
prince of Wales, who is the master of Trinity. 

This membership of Trinity, in the capacity of a 
brother, Invests him with all sorts of prerogatives 
and privileges, really superior, indeed, to those of a 
captain of the royal navy, and entitles him to wear 
a@ uniform almost identical with that of an admiral, 
comprising a gold laced, gold epauletted ‘blue coat, 
gold laced trousers, with a naval sword and chapeau, 
the distinguishing mark consisting in the red gold 
laced cuffs and collar. In one word, Sir Ernest has, 
through his brotherhood of Trinity House, attained 
a high official standing afloat which he did not pre- 
viously possess. 

Trinity is an institution about which the general 
public, especially in this country, knows little or noth- 
ing, but its name is familiar to every seafaring man. 
It is one of the oldest of those departments of the 
British government which are virtually independent 
of both the national treasury and of the crown, and 
which manage their finances without the interference 
or supervision of parliament. 

In the same way that the Royal College of Heralds 
is permitted to maintain itself in existence by means 
of charging heavy fees for the registration of titles, 
for the grant of, armorial bearings, for genealogical 
researches, and for the management of state func- 
tions, so has Trinity House been allowed for several 
centuries to raise. large. revenues by levying plilotage 
and lighthouse <ues on all vessels entering British 
ports. In return for Nis Trinity House has under- 
taken ever since its foundation to maintain and erect 
lighthouses, to place buoys, and to furnish efficient 
pliots in all British ports and British waters. It was 
Henry VIII. who first granted the charter of incor- 
poration to what was then a guild of pllots and mas- 
ter mariners at Deptford Stroud»s in the county of 
Kent. 


} 


—- 


Barly in the seventeenth century Trinity House, as 
the corporation was styled, was intrusted with the 
responsibility of surveying shipping built, hired, or 
purchased by the government, and in 1613 a vessel 
named the Mayflower was offered for sale to the gov- 
ernment, but was rejected as unfit-for public service 
by direction an@ on the report of the brethren of 
Trinity House. 

It was this ship that was thus turned down by 
Trinity House which subsequently brought the Pil- 
grim fathers to this country. The headquarters of 
Trinity House is situated on Tower hill, near the 
Tower of London, and was built at the end of the 
eighteenth contury from designs by Wyatt, being the 
third home of the brethren, the first house, where 
Samuel Pepys of Diary fame, also a brother, was 
wont to have his offices, having been destroyed by 
the great fire of London in 1666. 

There are, in addition to the regular brethren, who 
are composed exclusively of officers of the royal navy 
and of the mercantile marine, about thirteen honorary 
members, invariably great dignitariesd of the state. 
Thus, the first duke of Wellington was elected a 
brother of Trinity House after the battle of Waterloo. 
England’s most famous premier, “Billy” Pitt, also 
was a brother. So, toe, were Lord Palmerston, W. B. 
Gladstone, and Lord Beaconsfield, while Lord Rose- 
bery, Arthur Balfour, and Premier Asquith, all of 
them seem to prefer the naval uniform of a brother 
of Trinity to any other at court and official functions. 

Incidentally I may mention that if Sir Ernest 
Shackleton is now engaged on a lecture tour in Amer- 
ica it is with no mercenary object in view, nor is 
he seeking to turn his. successes in connection with 
antarctic exploration to pecuniary account for his 
own personal benefit, When he undertook his last 
Voyage of exploration he had to bear the entire brunt 
of raising the necessary money, amounting to about 
$300,000. Of this $100,000 was furnished outright by 
himself and his wife and by their relatives. 

The. remainder was advanced by London banks on 
the guarantee of friends who had confidence in his 
star.

COL. YOUNG’S HISTORY OF 
' ‘ICI FAMILY. 

What It Did For, and To, the City 

of Florence. A Great Record in 

Statecratt, Art,and War. =|

They rose 
and flourished and declined according to the 
will of the people of Florence; and this peo- 
ple of Florence wére never by Me- 
dici force of arms, but nonce inte 
nition of Medici ability an : 

Col, G. F. Young, in his imposing two 
volume work entitled “ THE MEDICI (EB. 
P. Dutton & Co., New York), says that his is 
the first history, “ either in Italian or Eng- 
lish of that family as‘a whole.” This seems 
very extraordinary, in view of the position so 
long occupied in Europe by the Medicis as 
a family: Of individuals like Lorenzo the 
Magnificent, Catherine de Medici, or Leo X. 
much has been written, but this, apparently, 
ig the first attempt to assemble th Medicis 
all together, from Giovanni di Bi of the 
fourteenth and fifteenth centuries to Anna 
Maria Ludovica, wife of William, the elector 
of Palatine. She died in Florence ip 1748, 
and was the last of the re to be buried 
in the splendid Medici chapel. 

Two things distinguished the Medicis. One. 
was their devotion to their native city, Fior- 
ence. Their history and hers are practically 
one during their life as a family. As the 
author: says: “ They gioried in her glory; 
they increased it in countless ways; and they 
so competely identified themselves with all 
that does honor to Florence that it is herse!f 
she would most honor in honoring them. 


The second distinguishing trait is that ) 


every Medici, great or small, was @ patron’ 
of art and learning. They rescued the rem~ 
nants of classical literature from the brutal 
destruction of the dark ages. They encour- 
aged painters, acuJptors, scholars, pogts, and 
all who give luster to the human race. They 
held high the torch of the renaissance, (o 
which weowe our present day enlightenment. 
Whatever their faults of arrogance or un- 
scrupulousness, we owe more toithe Medicis 
than to any other one family of their centu- 
ries. 

Col. Young’s work is thorough, complete, 
and interesting, both because of the compre- 
bensive view he gives of his subject and be- 
@use of the clear idea he presents of con- 
temporaneous history. A wonderful family 
in a wonderful setting, the work leaves an 
impression like the Benozzo Gozzoli frescoes 
in the chapel of the Riccardi palace at Filor- 
ence. This ought, by the way, to be called 
the Medici palace, as it was buikt and oceu- 
pied by the Medicis. Of the two palaces they 
built this one and that known now ase the 
Pitti palace neither bears their name, though 
both were utterly identified with their dra~- 
matic and splendid lives. :
